But the great mass of 
mankind have been so deaf and so 
bJind that they see not, neither do 
they understand nor receive the 
grace of God, under present condl- 
tions, How glad we are that “all 
the blind eyes shall be opened, 
and all the deaf ears shall be un- 
stopped” (isalah 35:5), and that the 
whole world will thus be prepared 
for the true knowledge of God, 
whose goodness and loving kindness 
and tender mercies will undoubtedly 
have a eee ae mellowing ef- 
fect upon hard h 

There are many wuenate hearts ‘ip 
the world. Many whose bodies. are 
well nourished have famished hearts, 
which cry out for love and sympathy. 
He who reads the hearts, who knows 
what is in them, has prepared this 
feast which will surely satisfy every 
legitimate, righteous desire. . Those 
who already are the Lord's people, 


and who have. already feasted at‘ 


the bountiful table spread for the 
Church, can spproxrimate ' to some 
extent the bounty that will be spread 
before the world in this feast 
foretold through the Prophet in our 
text. There will be several differ- 
ences, however, between our present 
feast and that for the ‘world. 

The present feast is merely a 
feast of promises which. must be par- 
taken of by the exercise of faith. 
The feast described in our text will 
be a very actual one. ‘The realities 
of the blessing of Restitution—of 
health, of strength, mental, moral, 
and physical—will there be bount!- 
fully supplied, to be partaken of 
freely by all who appreciate them. 
> Again, the present feast is a spirit- 
ual one, relating to a Heavenly King- 
dom glory and honor—things not 
seen as yet, except by the eye. of 
faith. To the contrary, the feast for 
the world, referred to in our text, 
will consist of earthly bounties and 
blessings, most tangible in kind as 
well as excellent in quality. All that 
was lost in Adam will be tendered to 
such as will accept the mercy. 

The Prophet in attempting to de- 
scribe the bounties of that feast uses 
highly symbolical terms, and de- 
scribes it as a “feast of fat things, 
full of marrow, of wines: on ‘the 
lees, well refined.” Assuredly no 
language that! we could. use could 
fully and “properly set forth ‘the 
riches of God’s grace provided for 
the world oth mankind under. the 
ministration of His Kingdom. The

of His Kingdom will come a wonder-

ing shall cease. None shall die then 

except for wilful sin. How en 
a time that will be! All of our sor- 
rows are more or less intimately as- 
sociated with the reign of Sin and 
Death. How we may well rejoice in 
the New Dispensation which Divine 
Wisdom has planned, and which Di- 
vine Love will execute, for the re- 
lease ‘of our race from the’ dying 
roceas, permitting them to return 
to’ the liberty of the sons of God— 
crecdes from death, freedom from 

But even this is not enough! The 
Lord purposes not merely to restrain 
the power of death, so that it shall 
cease awallowing up our race, dnt 
additionally to “swallow up Death 
in victory.” The tomb, which figur- 
atively has engorged’ itself with 
twenty thousand millions, will be 
forced to disgorge, to .release its 
victims.

11:28.) Those who have accepted 
His gracious {nvitation, and obtain- 
ed from Him the rest of faith, have 
found that it has meant the can- 
cellation of their troubles in a large 
degree.

TYPHOID IN CANADA, 


Eminent British Doctor Says Inocu- 
late Everybody. 

TORONTO, March 3.—‘“I have 
been asked to recommend that you 
should inoculate the whole popula- 
tion of Canada with typhold vaccine, 
and I certainly see no reason why 
you should not do so.” This some- 
what startling statement was made 
to a gathering of the medical fratern- 
ity in the Physics Building last night 
by Sir William .D. Leishman, the 
famous physician, while lecturing 
on the value of {noculation in pre- 
venting typhoid fever. 

“In my short stay here,” he con- 
tinued, “I have learned that you suf- 
fer very largely from typhoid in this 
country; that it is, in fact, a scourge 
in some couutry parts and villages. 
If you organize a campaign so that 
people exposed to ‘he risk of typhoid 
will be inoculated you will be doing 
a great. deal of good, and we can 
thus compile very valuable atatistics.”*

When the Laurier Government was 
formed, Mr. Paterson. became con- 
troller of custoias, aad as such had 
much to do with framing the tariffs 
of 1897 and 1907. In 1897 he was 
sworn in as Minister of Customs, and 
frequently acted as Finance Minister 
in the absence of Mr. Fielding, with 
whom he acted Sn framing the recl- 
procity pact of 1911. 

In 1902, he was one of the Cana- 
dian delegates to ‘he Imperial Con- 
ference in London; be was a member 
of the Tariff Commission of 1905; fo 
1909, he was appointed by King Ed- 
ward to act cn the royal commission 
to report on trade relations between 
Canada and the West Indies. With 
Mrs. and afiss Patecson he was pres- 
ent by [nvitation at the coronation of 
the late King Edward, and was sub- 
sequently presented to the King and 
Queen, as well as to their present 
Majesties.

Mr. Hazen moved an amendment 
Providing that the provisions of the 
bill should not apply to any of the 
canals in Canads, and as the legis- 
lation stands it will not apply to the 
St. ‘Lawrence above Montreal, the 
great lakes or the Detroit and St. 
Clair rivers. 

The Minister of Marine and Fish- 
erles, however, met with opposition 
to bis bill amending the Fisheries 
-Act, a clause of which provides that 
the governor in council may appoint 
Sshery officials ex officio justices of 
the peace, with jurisdiction over. 
poaching cases and infractiona of the 
Fisheries Act. A 

Mr. Carroll (Lib., 8. Cape Breton) 
made a strong protest against this 
clause. He declared that a prisoner 
would not be able to obtain « fair 
trial for the fishery official who acted, 
as the magistrate would be preju- 
diced: +4 

Hon. Mr, Hasen maintained that 
such would not be the case. The 
Royal Northwest “Mounted Police 
had followed similar procédure and 
no one ever had complaints of un- 
fair trials conducted by them. 

After some further discussion the 
bill was reported, with the ander- 
standing that the objectionable clause 
would be amended on third reading. 

The estimates of the Department 
of Mines were then considered. An 
item of $30,000 for further inveat!- 
gation of the possibilities of peat as 
fuel elicited the criticism of Hon.

Mr. Murphy maintained that the 
investigations of Dr. Haanel, director 
of mines, had cost the country in 
the neighborhood of $100,000, and 
absolutely without results; while Mr. 
Nesbitt pointed out that the Govern- 
ment had spent a large sum in estab- 
lishing a peat-treating plant near Al- 
fred, Ont., and after some experi- 
mentation had given it up as a bad 
job and sold the plant to a corpora- 
tion. 

Hon. Mr. Coderre, under whose 
jurisdiction the Department of Mines 
now is, warmly defended Dr. Haan- 
el, and. declared that his experimen:s 
had ‘proved beyond a shadow of a 
doubt the commercial possibilities of 
peat as a fuel. 

Hon. Rodolphe Lemieux, ex-Post- 
master-General, took occasion to 
read to the House a petition from a 
number of western colliery owners, 
asking that the royalty of 10 cents 
per ton on coal be reduced to five 
cents. He asked that the reduction 
be made, 

Hon, Mr. Coderre, in reply, stated 
that the matter would be carefully 
considered. .

Prefers Death To Prison. 


NEW YORK, March 20.—"I would

CLERKS GET INCREASE. 


Postal -Employes. Provided For In 
Hon. L.\P, Pelletier‘s Bills. 

OTTAWA, March 27.—Hon. L. P. 
Pelletier gave notice yesterday of re- 
solutions upon which’ bills will be 
based providing for an incrsase in sal- 
aries to clerks in city postofiices, of- 
fices of postofice inspectors offices of 
superintendent of railway mail ser- 
vice, money order exchange offices, 
and of railway mall clerks. 

For the*clerks in the first four- 
named services the salaries are to be 
$600 to commence with, with an an- 
Dual increase of $100 per year. No 
maximum” is mentioned. Ralflway 
mail clerks, when appointeu on prob- 
ation, get $600 per year, and on ccn- 
firmation $700 per year, with an an- 
nual increase of $100 until ‘a maxt- 
mum of $1,400 is reached: Tempor- 
ary mail clerks are to get $600 a 
year and mileage allowance. A tem- 
porary mail clerk is eligible for the 
annual increase until his 
amounts to $1,000, but it ts not elig- 
ible for an increase above $1,000 un- 
til he passes the qualifying examin- 
ation. Salaries of all clerks who on 
April 1, 1914, are getting less than 
$600, will at that date be increased 
to that amount. 


UNFAIR TO DOMINIONS, 


Australia Must Have More Than Jap- 
ancee Defence Says Cook. 

LONDON, March 27. — Premier 
Cook of Australia delivered an im- 
portant speech yesterday, in which 
he discussed Churchill's recent state- 
ment, and expounded the Australian 
attitude towards Imperial defence in 
the Pacific. “‘We are told by Imper- 
{fal atateamen,” he said, “that the 
Pacific is. being made safo and se- 
cure, not by the might and majesty 
of the British fleet, but by the Anglo- 
Japanese treaty. I hope Australia 
will always be on friendly terms with 
“Japan, but when Australia is asked to 
rely on the Japanese treaty for de- 
fence of the Pacific a very serious 
situation Is created. 

“Churchill has departed from the 
agreement by which the Imperial 
Government undertook to send to the 
Pacific ship for ship with Australia. 
Churchill has proclaimed ‘hat ships 
of inferior calibre will-do for the 
Pacific. - Australia is entitled to 
something more than that statement. 
She is entitled to free and full dis- 
cussion of the subject of Imperial de- 
fence with every unit of the Empire.”
